Philadelphia, Pa., Oct, 17.—{Special.}—Take 
a banker from a little Iowa town, make him 
governor of his state, transplant him to 
Washington as secretary of the treasury, 
give him some experience in a New York 
banking house, and finally land him as the 
executive head of a big banking institution in 
Philadelphia, and you will necessarily find in 
him the accumulated wisdom of sharp experi- 
ence. - 8 

This is Leslie M. Shaw, once governor of 
lowa and secretary of the treasury, and now 
president of the First Mortgage Guarantee 
and Trust company, one of the solid institu- 
tions of Chestnut street. Mr: Shaw has not 


. changed much since the days when he used to 


stir Wall street with a long pole, and when 
in his breezy western fashion he shocked the 
‘old heads of the treasury department by dis- 
carding all of the old precedents and conduct- 
ing business on new lines. The former sec- 
retary of the treasury has never taken his 
finance at second hand. On the contrary, he 
bas been distinctly original, or at least always 
independent. 
Difference Here and Abroad. 

When I saw the former secretary of the 
treasury in his bank office, where he sits in 
full view of the public, it did not take long to 
discover that be is not in favor of a central 
bank of issue such as has been proposed by 
President Taft, and as will almost surely be 
recommended by the monetary commission. 

“I do not believe in a central bank in this 
country at least,“ says Mr. Saw. Condi- 
tions here are redically different from those 
which exist abroad, and it will be impossible 
for us to translate institutions to America 
which work well enough in England, France, 
or Germany. We have a dual form of govern- 
ment and this fact must never be lost sight 
of. Each state has the right to establish a 


banking system of its own—at the same time,

the nation has a right to control the cur- 
rency and to establish a uational banking 
system of its own.“

other practical banker, is quite willing to

In discussing the financial situation and the

Free Lance, Stricken by 
Heart Disease While 
in Park Lane. 


FIRST PANAMA MINISTER. 


Famous as Specialist iu Ar- 
bitration; Settled Vene- 
zuelan Claims. 


LONDON, Oct. 17.—William I. Buchanan 
of Buffalo, N. ., former American minister 
to the Argentine Republic and Panama, who 
had been closely identified with several im- 
portant American diplomatic missions, met 
a tragic death last night on a London street. 

He was discovered lying on a sidewalk in 
Park lane, near the American embassy, in 
a dying condition, a few minutes before 12 
o'clock, and was carried to St. George's hos- 
pital, a short distance away. Life was ex- 
tinct when the ambulance reached the hos 
pital. The cause of death is not known, but 
it is supposed! that it resuited from heart 
disease or apoplexy. 

There were no marks of violence on the 
body, nor had robbery been committed. The 
body was placed in the hospital mortuary 
and the police were notified. The identity

Working on Venezuelan Claims. 

Mr. Buchanan, who had come to London 
on a mission for the United States govern- 
ment in connection with the Venesuelan 
claims, had been here for several weeks. He 
previously had visited Berlin and Paris. He 
took up quarters at Claridge’s hotel, about 
half a mile from Park lane. He left the 
hotel last night for dinner, early in the even- 
ing, attired in evening dress. 

The name W. I. Buchanan was found 
on the clothing, which was recogn to be 
of American make. The initials were en- 
graved on the jewelry., There was no other 
means of identification. The police circu- 
lated these particulars and the manager of 
the hotel and officials from the American 
embassy called at the hospital and identified 


the body.

SHOCKS STATE DEPARTMENT. 

Washington, D. C., Oct. 17.—{Special.]— 
After the State department today learned of 
the death in London of Mr. Buchanan, Hynt- 
ington Wilson, assistant secretary of state, 
made the following statement: a 

The press report of the death in London 
of William I. Buchanan was a great shock to 
the department of state, to whom he was 
well known as a man of high attainments 
and signal abilities in the fleld of diplomacy. 

„ Mr. Buchanan's official career included 
service as minister tothe Argentine Republic. 
While holding that office he settled, as arbi- 
trator, a famous boundary dispute between 
the Argentine Republic and Chile. He was 
first American minister to Panama. He aiso 
served as a delegate to the second and as 
head of the deiegation to the third pan- 
American conference. He ably represented 
the United States at the Central American 
peace conférence, which resulted in the 
Washington conventions of 1907, which have 
meant so much to the Central American re- 
publics, and also Was connected with the 
negotiation of the United States-Colombia- 
Panama treaties. His recent achievements 
as high commissioner to settle the disputes 
between the United States and Venezuela 
were important and successful. At the time 
of his death he had been appointed agent of 
the United States for the future arbitration 
at The Hague of the one Verezuelan case 
not adjusted as a consequence of his nego- 
tiations at Caracas.“ 


Spoke Here at Peace Congress. 

Mr, Buchanan was well known in Chicago 
and the middle west, where he first won 
recognition for his executive and diplomatic 
abilities. His last public appearance in Chi- 
cago was at the peace Congress in Orchestra 
hall, where he made one of the Striking ad- 
dresses of the gathering. 

It was as a business diplomat ”’ that 
Buchanan will be remembered. Twenty 
years ago he was a dealer in crockery in 
Sioux City, Ia. As manager of annual corn 
expositions in that city he attracted the at- 
tention of Gov. Boles, who named him one of 
the Democratic commissioners from Iowa to 
the World's Columbian exposition. By the 
time the exposition opened he wae in charge 
of the department of agriculture and forestry 
of the fair. 

From booming business at home Mr. 
Buchanan next began booming Americap 
trade interests abroad. In 1894 President 
Cleveland appointed him minister to Argen- 
tina. Within a year he became the most 
popular diplomat in South America. Chile 
and Argentina were at swords points over the 
Puna de Atacama boundary dispute, but 
finally agreed to arbitrate their differences. 


Umpire in Boundary Row. 

Each nation chose five members of the 
tribunal and both united on Mr. Buchanan as 
umpire. The dispute was settled satisfac. 
torily and largely owing to the tact and dis- 
cretion displayed by Mr. Buchanan. 

Although a Democrat, Mr. Buchanan was 
regarded so highly by President McKinley 
that he was retained at the South American 
post until 1900. 

On account of his acquaintance with Latin- 
America he was chosen director general of 
the pan-American exposition at Buffalo in 
1901. The next call for his services came 
from President Roosevek, who sent him to 
the new republic of Panama as first American 
minister. 

When Secretary Root toured South Amer. 
ica preaching the unity of all America, Bu- 


sooner had he returned from this journey 
than President Roosevelt dispatched him post 
haste to straighten out the tangle of Amer- 
ican claims against the Venezuelan gévern- 
ment. 1 oe . 

There were five principal claims. Buchanan 
settled two out of court at the start. In a 
protocol he had adopted he provided for the 
settlement of two more out of gourt, and 
the fifth, it was agreed, should be arbitrated 
at The Hague. *

While a meeting of the Epworth league 
was in progress last evening in the base- 
ment of Wabash Avenue M. E. church, 
Miss Marie Grezillier, a young Frenchwom- 
an, entered the edifice, and taking a seat in 
the rear, began to weep hysterically. 

The attention of several women was at- 
tracted to the girl, and when they went to 
her side mne attempted to swallow poison. 

For more than an hour the women res- 
cuers, who belong to the Deaconesses Home 
in Erie street, reasoned with the girl, but 
were unable to take from her the poison 
which she clutched in her hand. A call was 
sent to Harrison street police station, and 
the patrol wagon was sent to the church. 


e Levee Angel. 

Policemen Jarvis and Doyle, who went with 
the wagon, recognized the girl as Marie, 
the, levee angel,“ a name bestowed upon her 
for charitable work which she has done in 
the Harrison street police district. 

Her actions indicated that she was suffer- 
ing from some form of insanity. The police- 
men tried to induce her to give them the 
tablets of poison which were wrapped in a 
piece of paper, but she stubbornly refused. 

At length, after nearly an hour’s coaxing, 
she handed the poison—bichloride of mer- 
eury—to Jarvis, and was taken to the police 
station. 

Her attempt, or desire to end her life, she 
told Lieut. Bonfield, was due to illness, 
coupled with trouble which she recently had 
with a cousin, who threatened: to cause her 
arrest. 

Dr. Clarence Wall, in charge of the Emer- 
gency Relief station, next to the Harrison 
street police station, has known Migs Grezil- 
lier several months. He said she 2 
from illness which would cause spasmodic 
insanity. : 

Girl’s Unhappy Story. 

Estranged from her family in Neullly, 
France, because she refused to marry against 
her own wishes, Miss Grezillier came to 
Chicago about three years ago. She has 
lived at the Mercy Home for Working Girls, 
2832 Wabash avenue, which is conducted by 
the Sisters of Mercy in the building formerly 
occupied by St. Xavier's academy. She is 
employed by the Bdwards & Deutsch Litho- 
graphing company, Twenty-third street and 
Wabash avenue. 

Her father is said to be an officer of high 
rank in the French army. 

When Marie was 18 years old her parents 
wanted her to marry a young man of wealth 
whom she did net love. She came to Chica- 
go and went directly to the Sisters of Mercy 
home, having known a member of the order 
in France who gave her the address. 


Happy in Spite of Hardships.

Florence II. Begins Experiment 
in Navigation Today. 


LESSON TO BIG CONVENTION. 
„Cruiser's“ Experiences Will Be Ex- 
plained at New Orleans. 


THE Cuicaco TRIBUNE dispatch boat, the 
Florence II., which lis to be a part of the 
presidential fleet from St. Louis to New Or- 
leans, safely navigated the shoals of the IIlt- 
nois and Michigan canal yesterday, and this 
morning begins the journey down theI'linois 
river and over the course which is to mark 
the main stem of the deep waterway system 
of the nation. 

THe TRIBUNE’s boat at the outset of the 
trip from the lakes to the gulf demonstrated 
the necessity of such a channel as the big 
New Orleans convention undoubtedly will 
demand from the government. The old I. 4 
M. canal, known to political fame in II- 
nois as the tadpole ditch, was at its best. 

Supt. McDonald kept the locks locked for 
twenty-four hours and the lockkeepers and 
the canal officials generally poured all the 
water available into the canal, and the 
Florence II. thereby was enabled to tie up for 
Sunday night at Marseilles. 

Spreading Waterway Gospel. 

By easy stages, THE TRIBUNE'S young 
eruiser will travel down the Illinois, spread- 
ing the gospel of a reai, practical, and prac- 
ticable waterway to the inhabitants of the 
valley who have been led to believe during 
the $20,000,000 bond issue discussion that a 
fieet of battleships is already on its way to 
Chicago from New Orleans.

250 obtained so much of their money's worth 
that for an hour the bare spaces of the 
house sizzled with sharp question and sharp- 
er retort, and in the darkness when the 
lights were turned off there was a lovely 
bedlam 

The promise had been made by Willlam 
A. Brady, Mat Henson's manager in his 
forthcoming lecture tour, of which tonight's 
effort was only a stiff tryout, that the 
sole American companion of Peary at the 
pole would answer fully any question 
put to by the audience about either 
Cook or Fears. This was the part of the 
program ‘the people paid for. It was evi- 
dent before the grilling of the short spoken 
Henson had progressed far that he was 
being held as a proxy for his commander 
by an audience much inclined fh Dr. Cook’s 
favor. But that didn’t worry Mat Henson. 


Harry Whitney in Audience. 
Pretty nearly everybody who has figured 
locally one way or the other in the contro- 
versy between the rival polar explorers was 
on had to witness or take part in the ruction. 
Herbert L. Bridgman, ‘secretary of the 
Peary Arctic club, was right there ready to 


|. go on thestage at the invitation of Mr. Brady 


and introduce Peary’s right hand man as 
“the man who always makes good and tells 
the truth about it. 

Capt. Robert Bartlett; 
Roosevelt, Prof. Donald MeMillan, 
George Borup, members of the successful 
Peary expedition, all sat together. Harry 
Whitney of New Haven, who has refused to 
be the hidden ace in the polar pack, dropped 
in and sat with the Roosevelt’s men. Then 
there were Miss Anna Peck, the mountain 
climber, who holds decided views upon the 
ascent of Mount McKinley, and several 
members of Cdok's supporting Arctic Club

“I certainly was, Henson came back

Dr. Cook says he experienced a tempera- 
ture of 83 degrees; did you ever experience 
such temperature?” was another query.

Is Reseued hy Companions Who Be- 
lieved Him Dead.

last Friday and turned turtle 
James O'Donnell, one of the schooner's crew, 
was caught in the forepeak. He was rescued 
eighteen hours later, weak from hunger and 
exposure, his life having been save. by the 
compressed air which formed in a chamber 
under the hull. . 

O’Donnell’s escape is regarded as one of 
the Most remarkable in the history of bay 
shipping. He was given up for lost by the 
crew, who clung for hours to the sides of the 
boat, only a few feet from their imprisoned 
companion.’ 


Heavy Seas Capsize Boat, 


The wreck of the Collier took place near the 
Shark Fin light. The boat waa in charge of 
Capt. Modie Webster, who was returning 
from- Baltimore, bound for Deat’s island, 
where all hands have their headquarters. 
Six men were aboard. When near the Shark 
Fin light in a gale the heavy cross seas 
made the handling of the craft difficult and 
finally it capsized, catching O’Donnell be- 
neath the hull. 

O'Donnel) was a prisoner in the wreck when 
his companions were taken from it by a 
passing steamer. When the boat turned 
turtle there was a rush of water, which 
swept him far up in the forepeak:. Here it 
stopped and the seaman found that, while 
his body was submerged in chilly water, his 
head and shoulders were in a sort of air 
chamber. The air was heavy and breathing 
was- difficult. 


Several Hours of Suspense, 


For two hours O'Donnell was in agony. 
Then when the water kept at the same height 
he knew if the ship's planking held true he 
stood a chance of getting off. He made up 
his mind to stick it out as long ag possible. 

About noon on Saturday, when O Donpell 
had been a prisoner fully eighteen hours, the 
craft was towed into. the shipyard and turned 
over. O'Donnell, now barely conscious, 
rolled out. He was bundled into blankets and 
a few hot drinks were pumped into him and 
before night he was able to tell his experience.

By. keeping the name St. Ignatius for th 
school of arts and sciences, President’ Bur- 
rowes has preserved the identity of the pa- 
rent school, which has been the desire of all 
graduates. The seal of the new schoo! has 
for its' center the armorial bearing of the 
house of Loyola, the Spanish family to which 
St. Ignatius, the founder of the Jesuits, be- 
longed. At the top of the seal is Loyola 
university,” ghd below are the names of the 
various departments of the university. | 

Ample Grounds Are Secured. 

“Tt long has been the intention of the 
Jesutte of this city to ri a university 
complete in all departments,” said President 
Burrowes. “ Two years ago seventeen acres 
were purchased at Devon avenue and Sheri- 
dan road with a view to establishing there an 
institution of such a character.

A number of the men on the list prepared 
by Martin are in the respectable class, 
and so far the private detectives have been 
unable to get the goods om them. Other 
men Mved in the First ward end in the west 
side levee district.

More than half the names on the list gave 
as their residence certaim numbers an South 
Clark street, Wabash avenue, and Custom 
House court.

Professionals“ Felt Secure.

knew them by their first names. 

The last name of the professional was 
changed with every jury on which he served. 
Also, it is declared, his place of residence 
changed as often as his name. James Smith, 
a clean faced laboring man—so he seemed 
might have resided on Desplaines street when 
he served on a murder jury.

One narrow and almost inacoéssible exit 
was the hole through which 200 men azad 
women poured for escape from the Woodlawn 
5 cent theater, 1324 Bast Sixty-third street, 
shortly after 4 o'clock last night, when flames 
burst. forth In the moving picture machine 
age after an explosion. 

Chairs were tumbled over, the piano bat- 
tered up, clothes were torn, hats smashed, 
pocketbooks and women's wraps lost. 

Bruises, scratches, and bumps were nu- 
merous, but only ome man—the operator of 
the machine—was seriously injured. He is 
Fred I. Darmstadter of 916 Garfield boule- 
vard. His eyebrows and hair were burned 
and his hands scorched. 


Heroic Work by operator. 

Darmétadter, who laid the cause of the 
fire to crossed electric wires, remained at 
his post, attempting to keep the fire from 
spreading to other parts of the theater. He 
descended from the cage, found a fire ex- 
tinguisher, and with little assistance prac- 
tically had the fire out before the engines 
arrived. 

In addition to the exit through which the 
crowd crushed to escape, the theater has a 
front entrance and a front exit. The flames 
enveloped the rear of the theater to such an 
extent that no one dared try to get out of 
the place through either of these two avenues.

In introducing the resolutions, M. M. Man- 
gasarian, lecturer for the society, said: . 

“ Ae usual, Ferrer was defamed before he 
was murdered. ‘ Anarchist,’ ‘ revolutionist,’ 
were the epithets hurled at him, but the facts 
are these: He was a man with a fortune, und 
he spent his fortune in the cause of educa- 
tion, and he had the courage to defy the im- 
placable foes of education.” 


Calls Alfonso an Anarchist. 

The Rev. Dr. Frank Crane in his address 
before the Woodlawn Sunday Afternoon 
club said: | 

One hundred years from now, as the trav- 
eler contemplates the splendid monument 
over Ferrer’s grave, he will utter Victor# 
Hugo's soliloquy: ‘And once they had kings 
in Europe!’ 

The biggest anarchist in Europe is King 


‘Doubtless the king was lookin 
posthumous fame: history may — — 
as the young ass who blew up Europe. 

Why shouldn’t we all be excited? Sup- 
pose Ferrer had executed the king!“ 

Prof. Ferrer was shot down like a dog 
because he strove for peace and love and 
light and progress as against hatred, bitter- 
ness, and darkness,“ said Prof. George Bur- 
man Foster in Third Unitarian church. 

Ferrer's crime was that he wanted the 
people educated in modern and not medieval 
ecience; that he faced forward and not back- 
ward. And his martyr’s blood wil! be the 
seed, not of the church but of free human 
brotherhood and democracy. 

Spain can shoot him down, but cannot kil] 
his spirit.” 


Praised by Dr. Rubinkam. 


Speaking of t execution of Ferrer, Dr. 
N. I. Rubinkam, in his lecture in Fine Arts 
building, said: 

Hs greatest crime was the wonderful sys- 
tem of education which he inaugurated and 
carried out in ‘the modern schools.’ An or- 
dinary anarchist, be he ever so vehement, 
has little power in comparison with the man 
who has the opportunity to teach the youth 
from text books, which, without attacking 
any single thought of the state or church, im- 
bues the mind of the child with truth which 
will bear its own fruit in time. In this re- 
spect Ferrer was the greatest enemy with 
whom the Spanish government had to con- 
tend. Therefore it risked his execution in

NEW MINES. 


CONCEALS 


William’s Ambition to Rival Birnato 
Is Exp-nsive. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

BERLIN, Oct. .17.—The kaiser’s dream of 
rivaling Sam Barnato as a diamond king has 
cost him, at the lowest estimate, $75,000 in 
precious stones. 
engineer who fooled the German authorities 
in the African colonies discovered new dia- 
mond fields, the location of which he refused 
to reveal. 

Ot the large quantity of sparklers fraud- 
ulently abstracted from the imperial dia- 
mond fle of Luderitzbucht by -George 
Heim, chemist and engineer, barety $6,000 
worth have been recovered. The authorities 
investigating the theft are convinced a large 
part of the stolen dlamonds were sold in 
America. 

The history of the case is as follows: 

Ever since the first dlamonds, no bigger 
than pinheads, were found in Luderitabucht. 
Germam Southwest Africa, the kaiser has 
taken an intérest in the discovery. He was 
active in promoting th¢Colonia) Mining com- 
pany, in which he holdethe majorityof stock. 
Prinee Henry and other members of the royal 
family likewise took shares. All the kaiser’s 
royal friends ané a number of great aristo- 
erats of the fatherland also invested in Colo- 
nial stock, including the princess of Pless, 
who was Mise Mary Cornwallis West. 


*Hires Chemist for Pittance. 

As the German colonial office had no dia- 
mond experts in Africa it engaged George 
Heim last summer to go to Luderitzbucht, 
inspect the field, and tell the superintendent 
of mining operafions the difference between 
cobblestones and uncut diamonds. 

Heim, though noted as an expert chemist 
and engineer, had been “ down on his luck 
for several years and the colonial, scenting a 
bargain, hired him fora pittance. Indeed, so 
small was his pay during his eight months’ 
absence in Africa that his wife uad to take a 
position in a store to support herself and 
child. 


Diamonds Traced to Heim. 

It now develops that Heim, while at Luder- 
itzbucht, turned over to the office only, a few 
chip diamonds. The great quantity of stones 
he declared to be diamonds and ordered t. 
be sent to the cutters turned out to be worth- 
less. On the other hand, he pocketed every 
good dia mond in sight and sent them out 
of the country as fast as he got them. 

To hoodwink the authorities Heim pro- 
fessed to be interested in certain clays which 
he declared to be equal to some materiale 
out of which porcelain is made. He con- 
tinually sent clay tablets to Germany and 
in them imbedded the uncut dlamonds, u 
of which he defrauded the kaiser and the 
Colonial Mining company. In May last Heim 
returned from Africa. He complained bit- 
terly of the treatment accorded him by the 
colonia? office. Then he vanished from his 
usual haunts. 

The colonial officer, disappointed in the 
Luderitzbucht diamond enterprise, was as- 
tonished to receive reports after a while 
that African diamonds in large quantities 
were on the market. Investigation showed 
the deals were made by a man formerly 
employed by the Colonial Mining company. 

Accidentally some one remembered Heim's 
experiments with different sorts of clay. 
The mails were watched and a clay tablet 
mailed by unknown person to Heim’s 
address was opened. Imbedded in it were 
three small diamonds. The government final- 
ly located Heim and obtained his arrest. 

It is estimated he defrauded the Colonial 
company out of at least $75,000. When in- 
terrogated Helm denied everything, but 
when confronted with evidence found in his 
home he tried to commit suicide by jumping 
from a window. He was not seriously hurt.

SAY FORMER WAS AGGRESSOR 
Fight Started in Quarrel Over Right 
to Shoot in Railroad Yards. 


Two men are injured, one probably fatally, 
in St. Bernard’s hospital as the result of a 
double shooting yesterday following a quar- 
rel over shooting pigeons. 

Martin Murphy, 1440 West Forty-seventh 
street, and Thomes Hurley were shooting 
pigeons in the yards of the Chicago Junction 
railroad at West Fortieth and Robey streets 
Frank Karas, a railroad watcnman, called 
on them to stop.

Karas declares he was startled by the words 
of Murphy's companion, who said: 

„Don't do that, Martin.“ 

“I lobked up quickly,” Karas told the po- 
lice, and Murphy was throwing up his shot- 
gun to shoot. He fired and I fired my revolver 
twice at him. He would have killed me if I 
had not been carrying my heavy overcoat 
over the arm next to him. Most of the shot 


‘went through it.“ 


Murphy did not regain consciousness at the 
hospital and made no statement tothe police. 

Murphy is a former saloonkeeper and at one 
time was active in Republican politics in his 
ward. Several years ago he was defeated for 
alderman. He is 36 years old.

Pastor Hopkins Says the Con- 
tributions Do Not Average 
Three Cents a Head. 


MUCH SPENT FOR OPERAS. 


Dislikes Person Who Digs Into 
$75 Overcoat Pocket to Fish 
Out a Nickel. 


In Pilgrim Congregational church the Rev. 
F. E. Hopkins yesterday commented on the 
fact that the collections at a great revival 
meeting amounted to only 4 cents for each 
person in the congregations, saying in the 
churches during the game week contributions 
did not average 8 cents from each person 
in the congregation. 

It is high time,” he said, that the notion 
that churches are managed extravagantly 
and that preachers have fat salaries was 
exploded. With nearly every one of them 
t is a tremendous struggie to make both 
ends meet. If it was not for their love of 
God and man they could not press the shiny 
coat, and dust tthe antique derby, and look 
neat as long as they do. 

“It is doubtful whether there is a church 
in Chicago in which 50 per cent of ite mem- 
bers pay as mch as $1 a week for the 
support of ministers, choir, janitof, fuel, 
light, and all of the usual expenses. In a 
good many 25 cents, the price of an ordinary 
lunch, is all that a family of three or four 
with a good salary will cogtribute. 

One of my own church members cut down 
his contribution from $30 a year to $20, and 
told me that his theater and opera tickets 
alone cost him usually $100 a season. How 
thuch did he love Jesus? 


Says Church Is Harmed. 

** Ingersoll’s blasphemy and the preaching 
of doubts by ministers that have lost their 
faith have done the church great harm, but 
not half as much as the woman with $1,000 
worth of rings on her fingers, or the man 
who digs up out of a $76 overcoat a nickel 
and calls that an offering unto the Lord. 

This city will sport out in $5,000,000 worth 
of lace and jewels and silks and pay $3,000 
a night to hear a singer famous both for 
his voice and his pinching proclivities. It 
will double that contribution and shake the 
house with applause on account of some 
shady female whose shame has been ex- 
ploited in half a dozen divorce courts. But 
when it will not support its churches at all, 
or if it claime to have gotten religion or 
wants to get it, will contribute only 4 cenfs 
a head for it, and to hear a man famous for 
righteousness and spiritual eloquence the 


world over, then it would seem as it its re- 
ligion was like the Platte river, five miles 


wide at the mouth but only four inches deep. 


Foster on Kingdom of God. 

“Jesus did not found a new religion,“ 
Prof. George B. Foster declared yesterday 
in a sermon in Third Unitarian church on 
The Kingdom of God, Not Ecclesiastical,

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sort of a scheme for utilizing the national 
banks pretty much as they now are. It 
might be necessary to combine them into 
local associations. The treasury could per- 
form al the functions of a central bank s0 
far as the issue of currency goes to the indi- 
vidual bank, exercising a necessary super- 
vision, but without interfering with their 
individuality. They would be in effect 
branches of the central authority so far as 
the issue of currency was concerned, but the 
local associations could determine upon the 
sufficiency of the gecurity and it would be 
to their interest to maintain a system of ex- 
aminations to the highest degree of efficiency. 
I do not believe our state and national banks 
and trust companies would ever consent to 
surrender their individuality to such an ex- 


tent as to become either direct or indirect 


branches of a central bank privately owned, 


no matter how great the degree of govern- 
j 


ment super vision.“ 
Fear New Tork Domination. 


These views express fairly well the con- 
sensus of opinion among Philadelphia. finan- 
cial men, including not only bankers but the 
heads of large commercial institutions. They 
all admit that the central bank in theory is 
a good thing, provided it is limited to ite 
legitimate functions of being a bank which 
deals only with other banks, and which does 
not enter the general commercia) field at all. 
On the other hand, they seem to think that 
@ great central bank would necessarily be 
located in New York, which is the financial 
center of the country, and that from that fact 
alone it would be dominated by New York 
influence. 

That is to say, no matter how honestly such 
a bank might be conducted, it would néces- 
sarily be responsive to local influences first, 
so that the needs of Wall street and the great 
financial institutions always would be looked 
after first before the rest of the country was 
given consideration. ‘ 

Philadelphia men would welcome a central 
bank located in Philadelphia, just as Chicago 
bankers would have confidence in a similar 
institution whose headquarters were in Chi- 
cago, but there seems to be a growing jeal- 
ousy in all of the commercial cities of the 
country lest a great central bank located in 
New York and practically owned there would 
contro) the credits of the country to such an 
extent as to render the banks of every other 
city practically tributary to it so that they 
would be branch banks in effect if not in

Chicago, Oct. 14.—[Editor of The Tstvune.}]—Pleage 
permit me, as a matter of fair play, to present in your 
columns a view of the Knox-Crane controversy at vari- 
ance from that taken in your editorials. 

You justify Mr. Crane’s dismissal on the ground 
that he ‘get out to be a talkative diplomat” and that 
he made “ public speeches at home about the affairs of 
the country to which he was going.” But no matter 
whether such methods accord with those of “the great 
‘diplomats of this earth—men like Bismarck and Dig. 
raeli“—itf in adopting them Mr. Crane was carrying out 
the instructions of his superiors, his actions in this 
respect furnished no ground for his dismissal. That 
Mr. Crane had such instruction from the president there 
can be no doubt. He so stated in a public address in 
Chicago on Sept. 14. The president never denied it. 
Before and after that date Mr. Crane made numerous 
addresses “about the affairs of the country to which he 
was going.” His statements were widely published ang

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state. Still no fault was found with his conduct. With 
proceed as far as San Francisco on ‘his way to Peking 
and was about to embark before he was recalled by 
wire.

contains no hint that Mr. Crane’s public utterances had 
contributed to the reasons for Mr. Cran¢’s dismissal.

. Whether Mr. Crane was guilty of an indiscretion in 
his private talk to the Washington correspondent f the 
Record-Herald is, to say the least, a debatable question 
In telling him that the government was considering the 
attitude to be taken toward the recent China-Japan con- 
vention, but had reached no coriclusion, hé gave away 
no secret of state. Everybody acquainted with the» 
principle of the open door policy in China to which Mr 
Hay had procured the assent of the leading nations 
could figure out to a moral certainty that, our govern. 
ment, if not fast asleep, was jealously watching any 
attempt on the part of Japan to secure special priyi- 
leges in Manchuria. The statement in the telegram to 
the Record-Herald that the action of our government 
would take the form of a protest—which appears to be 
its only offensive portion—-was a reporter's guess for 
which Mr. Crane should not be held responsible. 

But even if Mr. Crane were to be held to strict re 
sponsibility therefor, did the interest of the country 
demand the action taken by Mr. Knox? 

If the objectionable statement of the correspondent 
was, as Mr. Knox called it in his telegram of recall to 
Mr. Crane, “a canard,” the interest of the country 
would -have been infinitely better served had the depart- 
ment caused an official denial to be published. If that 
objectionable statement was correct, please remember 
that the correspondent neither directly nor indirectly 
referred to Mr. Crane or any other official source, and 
that, if his unauthentic statement could embarrass the 
government, the action of Mr. Knox in giving it authen- 
ticity must cause the government vastly greater em- 
barrassment. 2 

Again, assuming that Mr. Crane had been so indis- 
creet as to prove himself unfit—which I Jeny—was it 
wise for Mr. Knox to make it appear to the world that 
this government had appointed a man to a most iinpor- 
tant diplomatic position without having made sure.of 
his fitness? However harshly Mr. Crane may be judged, 
his offending was a profound secret until Mr. Knox 
chose to drag it to the light. It is easy to imagine the 
sneers and snickers and the ill disguised glee with 
which old world editors, diplomats, and public men gen- 
erally will discuss the crudity of our methods in filling 
diplomatic posts. It is nothing unusual for our govern- 
ment to appoint men untrained in diplomacy to such pe 
sitions, and, crude though our methods may be, We 
have fared pretty well in thé past. But it is unreason- 
able to apply to such men the standards of reticence 
and taciturnity possessed by trained diplomats. 

If the standards of “the great diplomats of this 
earth—men like Bismarck and Disraell —are to be ap 
plied to a minister designate, why not to the secretary 
of state of the greatest nation of the world? Had Mp. 
Knox adopted the ways of diplomacy, had he consulted 
the interests of the country—even assuming Mr. Crans 
entire responsibility for the newspaper story—he would 
have addressed to Mr. Crane confidentially a reprimand - 
and caution for the future. Even if Mr. Crane’s offense 
could be regarded as serious and inexcusable, he should 
have been given an opportunity to quietly resign. Mr. 
Knox’s performance in publicly washing our soiled linen 
is a vastly greater violation of diplomatic usage and 
has done the country an immeasurably greater damage 
than anything that has been laid at the door of Mr. 
Crane. | : 

You find fault with Mr. Crane for having issued a 
reply to the statement of Mr. Knox. Mr. Crane ip no 
‘politician. He never sought the post to which he was - 
appointed, nor any other. He accepted it as a matter of 
duty and at the sacrifice of his great business interests 
His sensationa! disciplining was an unprecedented humilk 
jation and indignity. No man with self-respect would 
have kept silent under similar circumstances. 

Generally speaking, you may be right in saying that 
“the public always has more confidence in the judgment 


of the state department than in that of a babbling mit- 


ister.” But in the case in hand the action of Mr. Knox 
was so extraordinary, so unjudicial and injudicious, 80 
ill tempered and brutal, that even without any rejoinder 
from Mr. Crane the public must sooner or later have

There is only one ray of hope for 
us—the steamship Vizcaya was sighted off 
Aparri this morning, but cannot enter the 
river. It will try again in the morning, but 
they say it will go only to Currimao and then 
return to Aparri, but we are desperate and 
will try to reach Manila overland from Cur- 
rimao, where the Vizcaya goes to send tele-

Leave Town at Last. 

Friday.—Up at 3:30 with a faint moon over- 
head. At 4:30 we and our belongings are 
stowed away uncer the palm roof of a big 
barangayan, and with two paddlers and a 
helmaman we drop down the big boiling 
river; Mr. Macias kindly seeing us off. He 
‘bas been a most generous host. It seems too 


Lalloc«. Everywhere on the way down we 
gee signs of the storm—bankse torn away, 
houses down or unroofed. Just after leaving 


miles away, and finally we can see its long 
white rolls out beyond the opening of the 
river, divided at its mouth by u low island. 
At 7 o'clock We draw up in: front of the 
wharf at Aparri and make our way to the 
hotel. But from the first moment of our 
approach to Aparri evidence of the awful 
storm is apparent—a dead carabao and two 
human beings in the river floating oyt to sea, 
a mass of wrecked barangayans about the 
wharf, bales of tobacco, water soaked, float- 
ing nearby and being thrown out, men over- 
hauling water soaked boxes and bales of 
goods, streets ‘strewn with débris, boats, 
planks, and logs. The open sewers and the 
streets themselves filled with mud, deep, 
black, putrid, and awful in its terrible odor. 
After breakfast in a most wretched hotel, 
we walk through the town with the American 
school teacher and a Mr. Clark of the bureau 
of science, here awaiting the Bustamente. 
Aparri, a town of 4,000, is at the corner of the 
river an. the sea, half surrounded, on low 
flat ground, houses of stone and adobe and 
two stories high. The business is in the 
hands of the Chinese. “It is a miserable town 
with rough stone paved streets. Now it is

Americans Do Heroic Work. 

Fifty bodies have been found; 300 are miss- 
ing!. Many are the stories of the valiant and 
heroic work of rescue of dozens and dozens of 
lives by the three Americans who seemed to 
have done wonderful work. Everywhere 
houses are down. The water roared through 
the streets of the business section three feet 
deep and the stores are lower than the 
streets; the damage may be imagined. And 
over all the terrible odor! 

At 11 o'clock the Vizcaya is sighted outside. 
It cannot enter the river, as the local pilot 
cannot locate the passage. They are to try 
to send the mails off in a barangayan through 
the surf. The Vizcaya may go on to Manila— 
it may go only to Currimao and return, We 
take our chances of dying in the surf rather 

than in the mud of Aparri. It is brofling hot. 
At 12 o'clock we pile our belongings on top 
of the mail and the pile is covered by a big 
tarpaulin. We get in and say good-by to our 
new. friends.. Our barangayan is big and 
there are twenty-six oarsmen. In a few sec- 
onds we are where the sea and river meet 
and fight over a low bar, where the surf 
breaks heavily. Westrip, prepared fora swim 
through the surf. The oarsmen run the boat 
‘on the beach, and with long ropes steady the 
eraft through the first crisscross surf, where 
danger of upsetting is most present. We ship 
enough salt water for a bath. 

They hustle aboard and we cautiously make 
for the big tumbling, roaring breakers ahead. 
They look ominous, but in twenty minutes we 
are through them, and in twenty more we are 
alongside the miserable, badly arranged old 
tub, the Vizcaya. But it looks good, and the 
luncheon is all right, and the Spanish captain 
agreeable. At 4 o'clock, after having sent 
ashore the mall and an assorted lot of passen- 
gers, two United States constabulary officers, 
some Chinese, and natives—all pretty badly 
scared at what is in store for them—we cast 
anchor and are off! We do not know where, 

for nobody seems to Know anything. 

I have the best cabin; but must pick my” 
way through the native steerage, dogs, chick- 
en coops, the slops of the galley, the ash dump 
of the boilers, and three big, fat pet pigs, 
which go nosing and grunting about as if they 
owned the ship.

KRegret that the mois legislature failed 
to enact the adult parole bill framed by 
Judges Olson and Barnes was expressed by 
Bishop Samuel Fallows yesterday in a ser- 
mon in St. Paul's Reformed Episcopal church. 

He gave a vivid description of the treat- 
ment of lawbreakers and the insane 100 years 
ago, comparing, it with modern methods. 

“The offenses which we now punish with 
fines or imprisonment were death: crimes,”’ 
he said. “Twenty crimes, among them bur 
slary, meant lose of live. The ravings of the 
lunatic were silenced by his keeper tying 
bim up by: the thumps and flogging him until! 
he could not utter a groan. The branding 
iron, the shears, the pillory, and the stocks 
were always in evidence. The idea of refor- 
mation or reclamation was never entertained. 
The law of revenge was dominant. 

„With the advance of civilization has come 
the prevalent idea of tne treatment of the suf- 
terer and the offender. All that modern sel- 
ence can suggest is done for the insane. Hope- 
less cases are now found curable. In the 
cases of. youthful offenders, reformation 1s 
the object sought. The indeterminate sen- 
tence and the parole law in general prevail 


Modern Reformatory Idea. 

“The modern reformatory idea has made 
the offender a prisoner of hope. His freedom 
is in bonds for a time, but he is treated as a 
man and a brother and mot as an outcast 
pecause confined, 

„A self-controlled character is the supreme 
aim of the true reformatory official in deal- 


ing with his wards. Enlightened society is 
eonstructing the reformatory buildings upon 
the most approved architectural plans. Fuil 
educational facilities are afforded. Today 
in the various reformatories throughout the 
United States more than forty industries and 
trades are taught. No one who has investi- 
gated the facts can be in doubt for a moment 
regarding their beneficial effect. 

Taking the average earnings of those al- 
ready paroled, based on the actual amounts 
paid a sufficient number to make a just de- 
duction, it is found that they are receiving 
$2,000,000 annually for their services. The 
earning capacity of those who have gone fron 
the other institutions is held to be about the 
same. 

Jails Often Schools of Crime, 

Many of our jaile are a disgrace to the 
community. Too often they are schools of 
crime, and a judge should shun them as 
places of moral pestilence for the incarcera- 
tion of nascent youth. 

It is a source of profound regret to all 
who are interested in the welfare of the law 
breaker that the house in our last state legis- 
lature defeated the adult probation bill which 
passed the senate. The bill was framed by 
Chief Justfte Olson of the Municipal court 
and Judge Barnes of the Superior court. It 
is sincerely. hoped that a bill embodying the 
essential features of the one rejected, with 
additional commendable ones, will become a 
law ch Bh Ba Ene on ele. ene ne a the action of the next legislature.”

‘COUSIN TELLS HARRIS’ STORY 


H. A. Robinson, Here from Mem- 
phis, Will Cremate Body. 


BLAMES DRUGS AND LIQUOR. 


Declares Young Man Could Have Got 
Money from His Friends. 


The tbody of Lamar A. Harris, the High- 
land Park bank robber and suicide, was yes- 
terday claimed by Howard A. Robinson, a 
eousin from Memphis, Tenn., who today will 
have it cremated at Rosehill cemetery, and 
send the ashes to the bereaved widow and 
mother at Los Angeles. 

Mr. Robinson, like the man’s immediate 
relatives, had hoped a mistake had been made 
in the identification by others, but was con- 
vinced upon looking at Harris’ white som- 
brero and other belongings at the La Salle 
hotel, and then hastened to the undertaking 
establishment of Henry M. Prior and viewed 
the body and made arrangements for its final 
disposition. 

The cousin visited Marshal Sheahen and 
went over the ground thoroughly. He showed 
much interest in the course of the fatal bullet 
wound, and when he arrived in Chicago and 
registered at the Congress hotel was still in 
doubt whether Harris died by his own hand 
or was killed by his pursuers. 


Admits Right to Kill.

Interested in Mrs. Wolf.

Wolf's statement 
that Harris visited Robinson at Memphis be- 
fore proceeding to visit her at New York, 
but denied her declaration that it was Harris’ 
frst visit to the eastern city. 


Thinks He Was Insane. 

„Lamar was undoubtedly insane,“ said Mr. 
Robinson. About a month ago he sent his 
wife to visit relatives, and told her he was 
yoing on a long journey. He was still wear- 
ing a long beard and mustache when he took 
leave oi his wife and mother, but showed up 
at Memphis smoothly shaven. 

First he visited his uncle, Attorney Walter 
Coover at Dyersburg, near Memphis, and it 
was there that he met Miss Grace Marshall, 
daughter of the senior member of the law 
firm of Marshall, Freeman and Rogers. He 
told the young woman he was going to Wash- 
ington, and would drop her a line from there.

After Crib Disaster Is 
Ready to Report. 


MAY REIMBURSE JACKSON 


Policemen’s Retiring Board Will 
Consider the Fate of 140 
Disabled Men. 


The final report of the special dynamite 
commission, appointed by Mayor Busse after 
the wrecking of the intermediate crib of the 
BSixty-eighth street tunnel last spring is ex- 
pected at the city council] meeting this even- 


ing. 

At the call of Chairman A. Bement the 
commission held a meeting on Saturday to 
revise the draft of its report and if the 
necessary number of copies are prepared in 
time it will be given to the aldermen for 
consideration before it is acted upon. 

The principal feature of the document will 
be a set of rules regulating the manufacture, 
storage, sale, and use of dynamite and other 
explosives ' within the city’s jurisdiction. 
The report also will contain the results of 
the commuission’s investigation of the inter- 
mediate crib explosion and its efforts to pre- 
vent the recurrence of such an accident. 


Would Vote $15,674 for Jackson. 

Allied with thie subject the council will 
be presented with the recommendation of the 
finance committee that George W. Jackson, 
Inc., be reimbursed for the expense incurred 
in following the recommendations of the 
commission for changes in the plans of the 
crib to safeguard the corporation's employés. 
The finance committee recommends the pay- 
ment to Jackson of $15,674 and an allowance 
of $60 a day for an extra tug whenever it 
is needed at the crib before April 1; 1910. 

Some informal objection has been made 
by different aldermen to the payment of 
these expenses. 

Among other matters to be called up br 
the finance committee for action are eppro- 
priatione of $10,000 fer tional inspec- 
tors for the board of ocal improvements, 
$12,000 for new water mains in the loop dis- 
trict, and $7,500 for the expenses of the city 
clerk in the collection of the wheel tax.

Referee Jack Welsh, how- 
ever, who wal only a few feet away, says 
Ketchel made a wild left swing which took 
Johnson back of his left ear and dropped him. 
Welsh thinks the blow dazed Johnson fora 
moment. Johnson says the blow dazed him, 
and hurt, but that he doesn’t think it would 
have knocked him down if he hadn't been 
comiag in himself, 

Johnson’s Explanation Fishy. 

What makes Johnson's explanation fishy 
ie that he should have gone down grinning. 
and jumped up instantly, meeting the hot 
Ketchel, who jumped in expecting to finish the 
negro. Instead of being dazed Johnson was able 
to deliver the heaviest blow of the fight, a right 
hand punch to the jaw, which would have settled 
Ketchel if he had not followed it with a left punch 
that stretched the Michigander on the mat. In- 
cidentally three of Ketchel’s teeth went out in this 
punch, Johnson's glove showing a cut 
where the edges of the teeth had punctured the 
tough kid. 

The theory has been advanced that the malforma- 
tion on Johnson's bead, which is plain to any 
observer, exposes the mastoid process back of the 
ear and that this is the negro’s weak spot. If this 
ie ee, 4 hard blow landed on this spot would have 
put out the champion. Certainly the blow Ketchel 
landed wasn't hard enough to do any damage and 
the negro probably fell to add to the picturesque- 
ness of the fight pictures.

80 far as the heavy- 
weight championship is concerned, Ketchel is out 
of it. Ketchel authorized a statement that he 
would fight Langford or any one else in his class 
on Thanksgiving day at Colma if Cofforth would 
make the match. Ketchel is sore over his defeat. 

Johnson was enjoying himself today and has 
made no plans for the future. If he can get a 
fight with the winner of the Flynn-Burns battle 
in Los Angeles he will go there and pick up a 
little easy money. If not he will close with the 
best theatrical offer. Johnson's 40 per cent of the 
receipts of the moving pictures should net him a 
small fortune.

Great Interest in Games. 


So great was the interest in the world’s 
and the Chicago series that nearly a quarter 
of a million people paid almost a quarter of 
a million dollars to see the three post-season 
series of 1909, and that is more money than 
any seventeen games on record ever drew at 
the gate in any period of ten days’ duration. 
Had there been a series between the rival 
New York clubs to match in some measure 
the interest felt In the Chicago series, it is 
gafe to say the quarter million mark would 
have been left far behind both im attendance 
and receipts. 

The players of the six teams engaged prof- 
ited almost $100,000 in addition to their sea- 
son's salaries because of these post-season 
battles, dhe club owners reaped a harvest of 
over $125,000 from them, and the national 
commission's coffers were enriched by over 
$24,000. Only the $97,000 and more which 
went to the players represents net proceeds, 
however. Out of the club owners’ share must 
be deducted the heavy expenses of conduct- 
ing these series, expenses which were partic- 
ularly heavy in connection with the world’s 
series because of the necessity of traveling 
between cities by special trains. 


Commission Under Big Expense. 
Out of the national commission's 10 per 
cent must be deducted a considerable sum 


tor the salaries of umpires, financial man- 


agers, scorers, and, most expensive of all. 
medals for the victorious players. In the 
New York-Boston series, for instance, the 
eommission’s share will represent a deficit 
when the expenses borne by the commission 
are paid. In the local series there will be 
little profit after Representative Barnard, 
four umpires, two scorers, a city pennant. 
end twenty-one medals for city champion 
Cubs are settled for. Only in the world’s 
series will the commission profit much. 

The world’s series outranked the other two 
in every way, not only because of greater 
general interest, but because it extended 
seven games, while only five games were 
necessary in the other two and because the 
prices were doubled or nearly so, while in the 
other series the regular season's scale was 
retained. The greater number of games 
played helps explain why the world’s series 
drew over 145,000 people, against 74,000 for 
the local series. But lack of interest is shown 
in the Boston-New York attendance of only 
23,000 for five games. 


World’s Series Draws Over $188,000. 
The world's series drew more than $188,000 
with the advanced scale of admission in 
force, while the local series drew nearly 
$47,000 at regular prices in five games, two of 
which were played in terrific weather and one 
after the local pennant practically had been 
cinched by the Cubs. Only $12,862 was 
turned into the gate by Boston and New York 
fans in five days. 

The players’ pool for the big series was 
nearly $67,000, and that for the Cubs-Sox 
battie almost 324.000. New York and Boston 
players drew only $6,6T7 for their pains. These 
represent the players share of the first four 
games only in each series, the rules cutting them 
out of all over four games, to allay the suspicion 


with which the public would regard the recent

Influence of 5 Per Cent 8 Is Be- 
rat d to Be Wearing Away. 


| {New YORK TIMES FINANCIAL LEADER} 


New York, Oct. 17.—[Special.]—Advances 
of 1 per cent in the discounts by the Bank of 
England and the Bank of Germany and a 
rise in time money rates here to a 5 per cent 
basis for most maturities served to retain 
for the international money markets last 
week their position of first importance in the 
current discussion of the finaneial situation. 

On the stock exchange there was an obvious 
disposition to take a cheerful view of these 
money market developments. It was argued 
that following the attainment by call money 
gf a 6 per cent rate on Tuesday of the pre- 
ceding week there had occurred declines run- 
ping to as much as 9 points in United States 
Steel and 7 points or so in Union Pacific, 
Reading, and others. 


Covering Also Helps Prices. 
The rise in prices, which set in upon the 
resumption of business after the Columbus 
gay recess was also materially helped by 
extensive covering of short sales. This was 
esumably particularly true of the remark- 
able rise in United States Steel shares. As 


whole the market was probably typical of 


those which will be witnessed from this time 
on until the usual midwinter relaxation in 
the money market occurs. 

Traders in securities secure profits only 
when stocks are active, and it is a matter of 
considerable indifference to them whether 
the movement of prices be up or down. They 
also become accustomed to higher money 
rates after these have been in effect for a 
ghort time, and brokerage house literature to- 
ward the close of last week made it apparent 
that already the influence of 5 per cent money 
was Wearing away. 

Bank Status Big Factor. 

lt is extremely doubtful, however, if under 
the conditions cisclosed in the foreign mar- 
keis last week there could be any pronounced 
rise in securities prices from the prevailing 
levels without a res&iltant stringency in the 
jocal money market. If advances in the 
English and German bank rates were not di- 
rectly intended to have such an effect it is 
nevertheless apparent that one of their re- 
guits must be the curtailment of accommo- 
dation to American borrowers. A gold im-

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Market Advances Sharply as Re- 
sult of Light Offerings. 


REALIZING CHECKS UPTURN. 
Coarse Grains Show Firmer Tone; Pro- 
; visions Are Irregular. 


Wheat prices lavaneed sharply during the 
week, a moderate reaction, Saturday still 
leaving a wide margin in favor of the bulis. 
Much the same conditions as existed the 
previous week were in evidence, the high 
Cash premiums with an excellent demand 
for all grades being the main factors. Large 
sales of cash wheat were consummated every 
day, and the total for the week was unusual- 
ly heavy for this time of year. Millers 
have evidently been disposed to guard 
against being caught without supplies as was 
the case last spring and have bought freely 
ever since harvest. Thie has kept hedging 
sales off the market and made it possibie for 
loca bulls to boost prices without much let 
or Bindrance.

‘Bull Factors Partly Discounted. 

With prices approximately 140 higher 
than a few weeks ago, traders are asking 
themselves if the advance has not discounted 
to a large extent the bullish factors in the 
situation. Answering themselves in the af- 
firmative, many of the recent bull leaders 
have closed out their lines and are waiting 
for a fair setback. Few care to go short the 
market owing to the small stocks to trade

Ain have now supplied 1 part of 
their needs for some time to come, and with 
more Duluth wheat.en route to replenish 
local stocks, and possible gphipments of 
Pacific coast wheat east, the scarcity of win- 
ter wheats may be partially offset. Late 
reports from Kansas City said country ad- 
vices were larger and that the cash demand 
was less brisk. emiums in all markets, 
however, hold remarkably strong, and un- 
less a readjustment takes place in cash and 
future values, the short side will present lit- 
tle attractiveness to the speculator. 


Northwest Stocks Gain Slowly. 

Stocks in the northwest are increasing 
slowly, Minneapolis and Duluth supplies 
gaining only about 1,100,000 bu. A year ago 
supplies were piling up much faster. The 
demand fo uluth wheat from Chicago, To- 
ledo, and other winter wheat markets has 
been heavy and shipments large, while it is 
understood mills have placed a large per- 
centage of the Minneapolis receipts in private 
houses. At the same time shipments to in- 
terior milis have been liberal and the move- 
ment out In the shape of flour has been enor- 
mous. 

One of the strongest features in the pres- 
ent situation is the continued brisk demand 
for flour. Northwest mills are said to be 
sold ahead practically until the first of the 
year despite the heavy production and large 
shipments. Winter wheat millers are begin- 
ning to complain of slow trade in some quar- 
ters, and there are indications that some of 
the holes are being filled up. 


Mills Are Heavy Buyers. 


It appears to be a question whether farmers 
are holding their wheat any more than usual. 
Reports early were to the effect that farmers 
were hoarding their wheat. While this is 
probably true to a certain extent, there is 


much evidence that sales from the farm have 


been about normal, but that the urgent mill- 
ing demand at all points has taken the wheat 
to a large degree at the mill doors. This has 
helped to keep down stocks at the leading 
distributing points. In the northwest the 
total run has not varied much in the aggre- 
gate from a year ago, when the early move- 
ment was unusually heavy. 

The September bull leaders, who took a 
large quantity of cz wheat on delivery, 
have been merchandising the grain every 
day and the red winter taken in has been 
practically all sold. Most of it was sold on 
the basis of 14e over December in store and 
showed a big profit. No. 1 dorthern also 
taken in on September, contracts was sold at 
Ne over December in store. In the south- 
west both hard and soft wheat have ad- 
vanced relatively with the futures and did 
not break much the last of the week. 


Foreign Marts Do Not Enthuse. 

Foreign markets have not shown much en- 
thusiasm on the bull side, the continued heavy 
world’s shipments, with increasing stock. 
checking the buying fever. Canada is ship- 
ping freety and has probably the largest crop 
on record to draw from, while there is noth- 
ing as yet to suggest a material falling off 
in the Russian exports. Argentine reports 
reflected a more optimistic outlook in that 
important country, and ae long ae conditions 
there are favorable European buyers will not 
be much alarmed. 

The steady advance in values has given 
rise to many rumors of big concentrated 
holdings of December wheat by different in- 
terests and there hav n many circum- 
stances in the market which have appeared 
to confirm these to a certain extent. At no 
time has there been much surplus wheat on 
the market, and it would not require much 
of a holding to tie up the nearby delivery 
under present conditions. Credit for being 
long on wheat has been given to eastern 
stock speculators, and also to the local ele- 
vator people. It is all a matter of conjecture. 
The leading shorts have covered their lines 
almost to a man and technically the market 
is regarded in a weaker position than for 
some time. 


Firm Tone Mown in Corn. 

Corn prices rallied late in the week, the 
market becoming oversold, and a moderate 
improvement taking place In the cash mar- 
ket. The country acceptances were small 
and with the strength in wheat shorts found 
it difficult to cover. On the advance th@e 
was free realizing, and best prices were not 
held. Weather conditions have been ideal 
and an early movement of large proportions 
is expected. It is understood.most of the 
corn sold to arrive has been placed already 
in the east. The course of prices from now 
on will be governed largely by the weather 
conditions and the attitude of the farmers.
